(Urgent CT & referral to a specialist) 

1. Systemic symptoms 

High fever - Persistent vomiting - Neck rigidity 

2. Neurological symtoms 

Disturbed consciousness - Seizures - Focal neurological signs 

3. Onset : Sudden , Severe 

4. Onset : Above 40 years 

5. Previous headache with different characters
